The industrial alcohol manufac-1 
turers violently dissent 
from this' 
“closed 
market” 
scheme. 
U sing ' 
cheap blackstrap molasses to make i 
their product, they want no reg ula­ 
tion restricting them to hig h-priced 
g rains. 
The distillers say iheir competi­ 
tors are out to flood the market 
with cheap liquors made by mix ing 


alcohol, water and flavoring . They 
claim this sy stematic product will 
kill the demand for ag ed whisky . 
The "allay ” makers retort that the 
aistillers havs sy nthetic plans o! 
their 
owm, 
only 
they 
use the 
euplmnlous terms, "blending ” and 
“rectify ing .” 
Both sides have powerful back­ 
ing . The distillers have, rallied the

and
